THE PRO-TIGER. 


Man- Eater's Friend Pleads Before Brit- 
ish House of Commons. 


To the long Hst «. pro-Zulus, pro- 
Boers, pro-Mahdis, and pro-Leopolds 
must de added the pro-tiger, says Lon- 
don Express, 

Mr. Rees has appeared in the House 
of Commons in the role of “the tig- 
ers friend” He cause some amusement 
by asking the Secretary for India to 
refer to the Government of India _ the 
question of the indiscriminate offer of 
rewards to gain which professional 
slaughterers destroyed these animals. 
Mr. Rees mentioned that man-eaters 
were rare exceptions among tigers, and 
that others of the species taused no 
loss and danger to human life. 

“Pity the poor tiger,” is the cry which 
it 1s feared will never be properly ap- 
preciated by the natives of India. Even 
Mr. Morley could not decide to cham- 
pion the tiger. “I cannot imagine,” he 
said, “to address the Government of 
India in the sense suggested by Mr. 
Rees, nor do I expect that they would 
share his views as to the preservation 
of the tiger.” 

Mr. Rees, however, explained toa rep- 
resentative of The Express that “no 
well-oonducted tiger ever thinks of at- 
tacking a man.” 

“The natives just ‘shoo’ them off,” he 
continued with the air of a man who 
had frequently-taken part in the “shoo- 
ing.” 

“Man-eaters are comparatively very 
rare, and their habits, thelr lains, and 
all their movements are known to ev- 
ery villager. As I have more than once 
insisted, the tiger in India is the agri- 
culturist's friend. The tiger slays the 
deer and wild pigs that destroy the 
crops. Providence balances all these 
things. 

“What I wish to see put down {is the 
slaying of tigers for rewards. The sys- 
tem of paying thirty rupees for an or- 
dinary dead tiger and 100 for a man- 
eater has resulted in the springing up 
of a class of professional slaughterers. 
One. ordinary dead tiger will keep a 
whole family for a year.” 

Mr. Rees did not mention the possi- 
bility that an ordinary live tiger might 
also possibly wipe out the cattle of a 
whole family in a single night.

AUSTRALIA'S NAVY. 


A Torpedo Flotilla to Be Formed— 
Locrlizing Defence. 


The long-discussed project of a loca) 
navy for the Australlan Commonwealth 
is about to materialize. 

Capt. W. R. Cresswell, director of 
naval forces to the Australian Govern- 
ment, has been spending some time in 
England, obtaining provisional tenders 
for torpedo craft. 

He has made the rounds of the im- 
portant naval building yardy on the 
Tyne and Clyde, and has now for- 
warded specifications and estimates for 
the construction of four destroyers 
and four torpedo boats to Senator 
Thomas Playford, with whom rests the 
responsibility of definitely placing the; 
orders, 


It Is not suggested that this force | a6 


should in any way be a substitute for, 
the British Australian squadron. It 
will De merely supplementary to it. 

Capt. Cresswell, in the course of an) 
interview, very clearly explained the | 
views of the Australian authorities up-| 
on the subject of the proposed local! 
navy. 

“Our idea,” he said, “is to assist the 
imperial fleet, and not to supersede it. 
Our little navy will stand in the same 
light to the ’ -itish fleet that a solitary 
watchman dues to the organized police 
system. 

“We propose to begin by building up a 
torpedo flotilla. I am due back in Mel- 
bourne by the middle of June. The 
estimates will then come on for dis- 
cussion, and I think I may say that the 
scheme I propose will be adopted. The 
additional expenditure incumbent upon 
the Commonwealth will be about £100,- 
000 per annum.” 

Sir George S. Crarke of the Imperial 
Defence Council, with whom Capt. 
Cresswell has been In consultation, tt 
understood to favor the scheme. 

At the Admiralty, however, the Idea 
of a local Australian navy is not re- 
garded with a very friendly eye. 

“The colonial authorities would do 
much better to spend monty they wish 
to lay out upon naval defence in tr 
form of a contribution to the imperia 
fleet,” sald a well-known flag office: 
yesterday. 

“Australia must be defended in Euro- 
pean waters. The Atlantic fleet and 
the Mediterranean fleet form the real 
bulwarks of those far-off shores. Let 
these forces be defeated and what is 
a local fleet going to do against an 
enemy? Any aggression against thw 
Commonwealth must have come from 
Europe The colonists themselves 
scarcely seem to realize this, 

““Their naval reserves are a very use- 
ful force, trained under the British Ad- 
miralty, but a few torpedo craft, which 
they may call their own by ‘right of 
purchase, cannot render them I¢ss do- 
pendent upon our battle squadrons than 
they are at present. 

“Nor can Imperial naval defence over 
be localized, for it means the mastery 
of all the seas.” 


Way to Solve House Problem. 

New Zealand, the colony of Soctal- 
isthe, even radical, legislation, has 
found a remedy for the housing prob- 
lem in the enactment of the Work- 
men’s Homes Act. According to Mr. 
A. A Brown of Dunedin, New Zealand 
who is visiting in Canada, the remedy 
is proving a cure for the “high-rent” 
complaint: 

Mr, Brown explained that under this 
Act a “workman” was a marvied man 
earning about &156 a year, or $15 a 
week. The Government dealt in twa 
classes of houses—frame structures, at 
£350, and brick houses, at £450. These 
were leased to “workmen” at rental 
equaling & per cent. on the invest- 
ment. That means about $7.30 per 
month for the frame houses and $8.80 
for the more substantial class, The 
Government is secured by a twenty- 
year endowment policy on the life ef 
the “workman,” and if the insured 
dies within the twenty years the Gov- 
ernment gets the proceeds of the policy. 
The widow receives a clear title deed to 
the property. If the workman lives till 
the end of that period the proceeds of 
the endowment go to the Government, 
and the man gets his deed. ~ The Gov- 
ernment has already commenced the 
erection of houses in Wellington and 
Dunedin on this principle. 

New Zealand also has an “Advanoe 
to Settler’ Act,” which provides for 
Government loans of money to farmers 
and others, at 5 per cent, to the value 
of two-fifths of security.

By sitting In a room where the floor 
has been newly wushed—yes, 

By going into a river and staying 
there an hour (no sheets so wet)—no. 

By wetting the feet only—yes. 

By wetting all the clothes through 
the body and wearing them a whole 
ay—no. 

By sitting in a room against a crevice 
—yes. 

By aitting as long In the open air 
no. 


How Cyanfde Was Discovered. 

Scheele in 1783 laid the foundations 
for the manufactu‘e of cyanide of-po- 
tassium. With prvssiate of potash for 
{ts base, dried animal matter of any 
and all kinds was dumped into the su- 
perheated vessels containing the pot- 
ash, together with fron filings and bor- 
ings. <A stonelike black mass resulted. 
from the codling, and otber processes 
brought the finnl lemon colored crys- 
tals whfch resulted from evaporations 
of the solutions. From these crystals 
prussic acid was evolved, of which a 
2 per cent solution is the pharmaceu- 
tical preparation, yet so powerful that 
four drops will kill a large dog. A 
chemist, putting a cyanide solution fn 
a gold Mned dish in 1844, discovered 
that the gold was dissolved In the 
liquid. This was the beginning of the 
gold plating process by the use of cya- 
nide and the further involvement of 
the poison came about in electroplat- 
ing, in photography-and in treating re- 
fractory gold ores.—Technical World. 


A Canadian Paradise. 

Temagam! is shaped like an octopus, 
with long stretched out arms, and its 
shores are indented with deep circling 
bays, island strewn and culininating in 
sharp points and curves that add to 
the beauty of this magical scene. “The 
lake of deep waters” is the meaning 
of the Indian word, and they lle very 
deep and cool in their bed of granite, in 
stillness. a perfect mirror, in storm 
darkly menacing, with foam edged 
waves showing fanglike teeth. Being 
a hundred square miles in area, Tema- 
garai forms one of Canada’s great nat- 
ural reservoirs, Mighty rivers from 
the height of land to the north flow 
into it, and it in turn feeds the streams 
thot flow southward, carrying their 
lif, giving waters through the forests 
to the peopled lands below. There are 
1,§99 islands in the lake, and the gov- 
elmment has included the whole area 
{xy a magnificent forest reserve of a 
million and a half acres.—Kate Weat- 
lake Yelgh in Four Track News. 


Jammed Fingers. 

Few people have escaped jammed 
fingers, and as the pain caused when 
the finger is jammed in a door is ex- 
cruciating in the extreme for the first 
few minutes it is well to know of some 
means of relief. The finger should be 
plunged into water as hot as can pos- 
sibly be borne. This application of 
hot water causes the nall to expand_ 
and soften, and the blood pouring out 
beneath it has more room to flow. Thus 
the pain fs lessened. The finger should 
then be wrapped in a bread and water 
poultice. A jammed finger should nev- 
er be neglected, as it may lead to mor- 
tification of the hone if it has been 
badly crushed, and amputation of the 
finger must follow. Jammed toes are 
usually caused through the falling of 
heavy weights and should be treated 
in the same way as a jammed finger.

The Dean of the Bar of Ontarlo was 
Knighted in the King’s Birthday. Sir 
Aemilius {s an old man, but he carries 
his eighty-three years remarkably well. 
He has been a barrister of Upper Can- 
ada since 1849, and as Treasurer of tho 
Law Society has seen two generations 
paas through Osgoode Hall. For many 
years Mr. Irving had a place among 
the counsel in all the big provincial 
cases, and his services in the matter of 
accounts in dispute between the Dom- 
tInfon and Ontario have been invaluable. 
He sat for Hamilton in the Commons 
fram 1874 to 1878 as a Liberal. His 
connection with the Liberal party was 
by birth as well as Inclination. His 
father, the Hon. Jacob Aemillus Irving, 
served as an officer of dragoons during 
the Napoleonic wars, and was present 
at Waterloo. He came to Canada in 
1884, and after the union of 1840 sat in 
the Legislative Council. He was a 
friend and ally of Baldwin and Lafon- 
faine, and it was in the atmosphere of 
Reform that Aemillus Irving grew up.

MARIE CORELLI’S SORROW. 


Recorder of Satan’s Sorrows Has Trou- 
bles of Her Own—Postcards 
Libel Her Features. 


Marle Corelli, the well-known novel- 
ist, has applied for an injunction to re- 
strain A, and E. Wall, of Stratford-on- 
Avon, from publishing picture postcards 
purporting to depict scenes in her pri- 
vate life. Miss CorelH is good looking 
and {t is alleged that the cards libel her 
features. The action again raises a 
legal point that has never yet been de- 
cided. 

Miss Corelli resided at Stratford-on- 
Avon, Mr. Eve, K. C., explained, and had 
taken some part in the social life of 
the district, Early this month it was 
arranged to hold a Shakespearian fes- 
tival to commemorate what was alleged 
to be the birthday of one William 
Shakespeare, (Laughter.) 

In anticipation of a large number of 
visitors being attracted who would de- 
sire to become acquainted with the oth- 
er notable people of Stratford-on-A*on, 
the defendants produced sets of pic- 
ture postcards, entitled “The Distin- 
guished Authors Serles, No. 1.” 

Miss Corelli at once took objection to 
the cards, and if his lordship would look 
at them and at a recent photograph of 
the lady he would see what a gross H- 
bel had been perpetrated on her fea- 
tures. (Laughter.) 

One of the cards was called “Shake- 
speare and his contemporaries,” which 
looked as if the defendants wished to 
suggest that Shakespeare was a con- 
temporary of Miss Corelli, (Laugh- 


‘ter.) The publication of the cards had 


caused Miss Corelli rauch annoyance. 

One of the cards complained of rep- 
resented Miss Corelli presenting a cup 
to the Stratford-on-Avon Boat Club, 
and the defendant said he was present 
on the occasion and it was the best 
representation he could give from mem- 
ory of the features of the lady who was 
60 gracefully presenting the cup. <An- 
other card showed Miss Corelli in a 
gondola, and the defendant said it de- 
pictud what had occurred last summer 
on the Avon. A card styled “Sweets tu 
the Sweet” displayed a pony carriage 
outside Miss Corelli's house, and a fur- 
ther plcture depicted the lady playing 
with a pet dog on a lawn. The latter 
was admitted to be purely imaginary. 
Miss Corelli had no dog. 

Counsel said he thought there was a 
case here which would have to be tried, 
as to the right of a person not only to 


her own features, but to features whfch' 


did not belong to her. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Scott Thompson (with Mr. Eve) 
contended that the cards were libellous.

POSTAL SERVICE.

The Camrose Mail is waging 
a fierce and aggressive warfare 
for better freight service, better 
telegraph service and better post- 
al facilities. To expose the un- 
satisfactory condition of the 
postal service the Mail has ad- 
opted a unique plan. The plan 
is to send out a letter or circular 
to a distant office, stamping the 
mailing date on the cover or en- 
velope, and asking the recipient 
to inform:the Mail the date upon 
which such letter or circular was: 
received. In this way ‘long de- 
lays in postal delivery are de= 
tected. 

However, Red Deer has no 
reason to grumble over postal 
facilities. The mail is handled 
with as much despatch as _ possi- 
ble in a cramped and insufficient 
space. The evening mail was 
intended to be a convenience, | 
but as this mail rarely brings ov- 
er a dozen or so of letters (rarely 
anything from the East) the con- 
venience does not warrant the ex- 
tra hours entailed on the Staff, 
particularly as the Assistant 
Post Master has often to wait 
until nine or ten O’clock for 
late trains. An evening service 
would be a convenience, if the | 
mail from the East arrived on it; 
otherwise not. In that event it 
would do away with the bulk of 
mail at noon. In comparison 
with statements of complaints, 
however, from Calgary, Ed- 
monton and smaller places, Red 
Deer is vary fortunate in its mail 
service. ci

No doubt Real 
Estato, like all other businesses, 
must expect periods of compar- 
ativ~ stagnation; and probably, 
the high prices put on town and 
farm property may contribute 
seething to the cause. 

While admitting the injury to: 
re town and vicinity by prices 
which are practically prohibitive, 
we yet incline to the belief that a 
good price put on property and 
firmly adhered to, will eventually 
prove beneficial. We would rat- 
her see the real estate market 
firm at a high level than to see it 
atalow ebb with more rapid 
sales. A high figure on property 
will in turn have a favorable re- 
action; since only men of means 
will be able to purchase, and 
these are in a position to develop 
the place in which they settle. 

The lands adjacent to Red Deer 
were, we are told, originally held 
at a far higher figure than those 
in proximity to other towns on 
this line; consequently, men 
passed by Red Deer to. locate 
elsewhere. In time, however, 
these lands were bought by men 
with some capital, with the result 
that Red Deer has of late out- 
stripped many other towns, which 
four years ago were far more 
pretentious. There may be oth- 
er vauses for Red Deer’s rapid 
progress, but the high price 
maintained on lands must be ac- 
corded a full share.

SMUGGLING. 


It Was Considered a Legitimate Pur- 
suit In Days Gone By. 

A book by J. C. Wright entitled “In 
the Good Old Times” throws some in- 
teresting light on the ways of days 
gone by: “Of every three pounds of tea 
It was said that two were contraband. 
In fact, smuggling was considered a 
perfectly legitimate pursuit. Every- 
body was ready to profit by it, from 
the squire, who filled his cellars with 
cheap wine, and his wife, who adorned 
herself in cheap silks, to the shopkeep- 
er, who got cheap groceries, or the la- 
borer, who got high wages for work 
that was secret, unlawful and perilous. 
Hven Adam Smith confessed to a weak- 
ness for smuggling and nobody was 
above bargaining to have a pipe or a 
hogshead put in his cellar at a low fig- 
ure. But smuggling on a large scale 
was not carried on without bribery, 
perjury, informing, violence and mur- 
der.” 

Of the old time London watchman: 
“He was wrapped in a wide skirted 
heavy coat, a useful garment for pro- 
tecting him from the cold, but not 
adapted to enable him to cope with the 
bullies who assaulted the weak and un- 
protected. He wore low shoes and a 
big broad brimmed hat, which could be 
turned up or down, worn forward or 
backward. The only means of defense 
which the watchman seems to have 
possessed was a staff something like 
a beadle’s. In his left hand he carried 
his lantern.” 

In those primitive times pins were 
manpfactured by hand and went 
thro gh several stages of manufacture:

There are echo 
experts—builders acquainted with the 
science of acoustics whose ‘specialty is 
echoes’. destruction. Semetfmes their 
tasks are hard. Today an architect 
tages thought of the echo. His* build- 
Ing is constructed so as to exclude this 
intruder. And, knowing how to ex- 
clude it, he knows how to welcome it 
also.

“Division” In Parliament. 


When a division is called a bell rings 
to anable all M. P.’s to collect from 
the smoking room, the library, etc 
Then the outer door is closed, and the 
Speaker puts the question. Thero is a 
shout of “Aye!” and of “No!” on which 
he declares that either the one or the 
other “has it.” If this be challenged 
he says, “The ‘ayes’ to the right, the 
Noes to tho left.” This means that 
the “ayes” and the “noea” go into re- 
spective lobbies, 

This takes some time, for they go 
leisurely. When at length they are 
both within thelr respective pens all 
the doors leading to them are closed, 
and after a minute or two the one door 
through which the prisoners in each 
lobby are to make thelr exit Is opened. 
Before reaching the exit they have to 
pass on either side of a desk at which 
two clerks-sit and check off on a 
printed Hst of members those who 
vote. After this they pass in single 
file through the exit door, which is a 
few yards from this desk. Just out- 
side this exit door stand two tellers, 
one representing the “ayes” and one 
the “noes.” Their business is to call 
alound one, two, three, four, and so on, 
as the members pass. Consequently 
for each division four tellers are ne- 
cessary, two for the “aye” lobby and 
two for the “no” lobby.—London Truth. 


Sow One May Be Acquired For a 
Consideration In England. 

The practice of granting arms Is still 
in vogue in England, Ireland, Scotland, 
Austria, Spain, Portugal, Italy, Ger- 
many, etc., and at times the pope, as 
sovereign pontiff, exercises the power. 

Indeed, it is by patent or grant alone 
that a new family can legitimately ac- 
quire a coat of arms. 

The modus operandi in England, for 
example, is as follows: The applicant 
for a patent of arms (from the crown) 
may employ any member he pleases of 
the heralds’ college and through him 
present a memorial to the earl marshal 
of England, who acts for the crown in 


| these matters, setting forth that he, 


the memorialist, is not entitled to arms 
or cannot prove his right to such and 
praying that his grace the earl marsha] 
will fiisue his warrant to the kings of 
arms, authorizing them to grant and 
conficm to him due and proper armo- 
rial ensigns, to be borne according to 
the laws of heraldry by him and his 
descendants. This memorial !s pre- 
sented and a warrant is issued by the 
earl marshal, under which a patent of 
arms is made out, exhibiting a paint- 
{ng of the armorial ensigns granted, 
the royal arms of England, the arms of 
the earl marshal and those of the col- 
lege and describing in official terms the 
proceedings that have taken place and 
a correct blazon of the arms. This pat- 
ent is registered in the books of the 
heralds’ college and receives the signa- 
tures of the garter and one or both of 
the provincial kings of arms. 

A grant or patent of arms is made to 
a man and his male descendants. This 
gives him a fee simple of them—that fs 
to say, to him and to his male descend- 
ants equally and altogether and to his 
female descendants in a qualified man- 
ner—i. e., for life, to Bear the arms in 
a lozenge or impaled with their hus- 
bands’ arms (if the husbands have 
arms), &8 arms can only be brought in 
by arms, or, if they be heiresses or co- 
helresses, on an escutcheon of pretense 
upon their husbands’ shields, and in 
the last case their descendants inherit 
such maternal arms, but only as a 
quartering.—Nineteenth Century.

LIGHTHOUSE REPAIR SHOP. 


Little Building Where Delicate Ma- 
chinery Is Made. 

In the reservation of the lighthouse 
department at Sst. George, Staten 
{slund, there is an ugly three story 
building of brick that {s tue “depart- 
ment store’ of the lighthouse service 
{n this country and its forelgn posses- 
sions. Practically everything in the na- 
ture of a mechanical device used in the 
service, from the biggest lantern tc the 
smallest order of light, and including 
the apparatus for blowing fog signals 
and making the lights flash on gas 
buoys, is turned out {n this place, and 
not only sent to all the stations in this 
district, which Includes Porto Rico, but 
also as far away as Alaska, and even 
to the Philippines. 

The-mechanics employed are all men 
of the highest grade, for the objects 
they are at work on are too delicate, 
as a rule, to allow of much machine 
labor, and in addition to this the gov- 
ernment has never seen fit to spend 
sufficient money on the plant to fit it 
out with such machinery. In a stroll 
through the workrooms one can see 
men turning out the delicate brasswork 
that keeps the flashlights on a gas 
buoy going for three months at a time, 
the curious brass cylinders that make 
the wailing cry of a fog siren, tiny 
floating stops that serve to keep the 
oll from overflowing In the jamps after 
the manner of a student lamp, and the 
clockwork that keeps revolving lights 
turning around hour after hour through 
the long nights. 

The only thing they don’t make in 


this department store are the lenses, ' 


which are imported from Paris or Lon- 
don. These are “assembled” in these 
shops, however, and one can see lan- 
terns of all sizes In the course of prep- 
aration, from the smallest size used in 
the service to ones of the power suffi- 
clent to go In lighthouses of the first or- 
der. Of course the department has to be 
ready for emergencies in the way of 
bPeakdowns of lights, as well as of 
lightships, and so they not only keep 
two light vessels at the wharf always 
ready for instant service, but they also 
heve in this storehouse an emergency 


ght that can be put up anywhere and. 


fitted to take the place of any light of 
auy description, whether it be fixed or 
revolving, red and white or all red. 


Scouring Wool. 

Our ancestors scoured their wool in 
tubs, much as our wives and daugh 
ters scour our clothes today. In the 
band washing of wool a tub was filled 
with the suds, In which one or two men 
with long poles stirred the woo! untll 
clean, when they lifted it upon a trav- 
eling apron, which carried it between 
a pair of rollers which squeezed out 
the water. The same principle is ap- 
plied in the automatic scouring now in 
vogue. > 

Great forks or rakes seize the wool 
as it is carried by rollers from a feed- 
{ng apron into the iron tanks and by 
alternating motions of thelr teeth give 
{t a thorough scouring. Thus cleansed 
the wool is dellvered by rollers to the 
drying machines, where hot air and 
great fans are now utilized to extract 


ell the moisture without tearing the, 


fiber,

For buttered ale, 
the ingredients of which were a buns 
dred eggs, elght gallons of ale, two

ar and one ounce of nutmegs, the 
charge was 10s.

AUSTRALIA'S NAVY. | 


A Torpedo Flotilla, to Be Formed— 
LoceJizing Defence. 


' The long-discussed project of a loca) 
navy for the Australian Commonwealth 
As about to materialize... 

Capt.. W. R: Cresswell, director of 
naval forces to the ‘Australian Govern- 
ment, has been spending some time‘ iu 
England, obtaining provisional: tenders 
‘for’ torpedo ‘craft. 

He has made the rounds of the im- 
portant naval building yards on the 
Tyne and Clyde, and has now - for- 
warded specifications and estimates for 
the construction of four destroyers 
and “four torpedo boats -to Senator 
Thomas Playford, with whom rests the 
responsibility. of definitely placing the 
orders. A 

It is not suggested that this force 
should: in any way be a substitute for 
the British Australian squadron, It 
will be merely supplementary to It, 

Capt. Cresswell; in the course of an 
interview, very Clearly explained the 


‘| views of the Australian authorities up- 


on the subject of the’ proposed local 
navy. 

“Our dea,” he sald, “is to assist the 
imperial fleet, and not to supersede It. 
,Our lttle.navy will stand- in the same 
‘light to the British fleet that a solitary 
watchman does to the organized police 
“We propose to begin by bullding upa 
torpedo flotilla; I am due back in Mel- 
bourne by the ‘middle of June, The 
estimates will then come on for dis- 
cussion, and: I.think I may say that the 
scheme I propose will be adopted. The 
additional expenditure incumbent upon 
the Commonwealth will be about £100,- 
000 per anntim.” ~ / 


Sir George S. Crarke of the Imperial

understood to-favor the scheme.

Way to Solve House. Problem. 

. New Zealand, the colony of Socilal- 
‘istie,. even radical, -legislation, has 
found a. remedy for the housing: prob- 
lem in the enactment of- the Work- 
men’s Homes Act. 
A. A. Brown of Dunedin, New Zealand 
who is visiting in Canada, the remedy 
is proving-a cure for the “high-rent” 
complaint. 

Mr, Brown explained- that under. this 
Act.a “workman” was a marvied_man 
earning about £156 a year,.or $15 a 
‘week. The Government dealt in twa 
classes of houses—frame structures, at 
£360, and brick houses, at £450. Thesa 
‘were -leased-to “workmen” at rental 
-equaling 6 ‘per. cent. on ‘the invest- 
ment. That means about: $7.30 per 
‘month' for. the frame houses and $8.80 
for the'-more: substantial : class, _ he 
Government 1s secured by’ a twenty- 
,year endowment policy. on the life: of 
the “workman,” .and {f -the insured 
dies within ‘the twenty years the Gov- 
ernment gets thé proceeds of the policy. 
The widow recelVes a clear title deed to 
the property. If the workman lives till 
.the’end of that period the proceeds of 
the endowment go to the Government, 
and the man gets his deed. The Gov- 
ernment has already commenced the 
erection of houses in Wellington and 
Dunedin on this principle. 

New Zealand also has an “Advance 
to Settlers’ Act,” which provides for 
Government loans of money to farmers 
and others, at 5 per cent. to the value 
of two-fifths of security. 

The colony's “radical” legistatton also 
Includes a State Fire Insurance Co, 
formed to fight the exorbitant rates 
which the English sompantos proposed 
te impose.

Mr, R. L. Borden, M. P., addressed the © 
students ofthe University. of- Toronto, « 

Mr. Borden's observations dealt ex- 7, 
haustively on the development of the 
British constitut!on and of democracy. 
More than one part of the. framework -: 
on which the deductions were made, 
were facts. of English history which,’ 
every Canadian schoolboy : has been?; 4 
“strapped into remembering/or forget- 
ung,” and Mr. Borden*laia:before his: 
audience an‘ address:rich ‘in * every sen- 
tence. He summed up the ‘seeds of de-2 
mocracy almostiin: the one word vigil-~- 
ance, and to increase-the; strength of 
his-utterance @{d not hesitate to quote, 
or take example from, the ‘common: 
wealth beyond our south border ‘line. 

The’ chief points. of his speech may: 

be epitomized as follows: 5. 
«. The Briton. surveys tils politics with 
a telescope; the'German uses a micro- 
scope and sometimes a dissecting knife. 
+The outcome,.however,.in both cases 
was not always right. -Demos*must be 
reconstructed ‘in ‘their: opinion; ‘and all 
must admit that democracy was on its 
trial. 

The House of Commons gained con- 
trol in England by securing the vote on 
supplies; and that right is preserved to 
this day, though we do not think of the 
procedure in the same light as of cen- 
turles now past.. The King rules “by 
advice,” and the power of veto has not 
been exercised. by a.monarch,since 1707, - 

Originally ‘the right of. the’ colonias 
to self-government was deiayed. and 
“finally given with fear lest: the freedom 
allowed would eventually mean severs 
ance from the Empire. But rhe effect 
had been exactly opposite.’ *“Britain, 
aloof, is held in veneration, while we, 
as parties, in this country fight out with 
bitterness our political. differences.: L/ 

This party system has its critics, ana 
it<is easy to point out ~ weaknegses, 
Criticism was not everything, since 
power of analysis needed the company 
of the quality of creative:power. In 
the end some group will propound or 
govern, and some practical result must 
follow. A duty of citizenship demanded 
that every man must take his share, 
and by putting in his best efforts the 
body politic would be made better. 

Speaking on his right, he’safd, as a 
Conservative, the ‘ Conservative « party 
had been in power eighteen years at 
Ottawa. That period was too long. He 
was not ina position to say whether or 
not thirty-three years was too: 1ong for 
® certain other Government: ito have 
been in power. 

This lease of -_power took away for a 
long period even petty offices from a 
great section of the people, though the 
-Government was in ‘a general regard 
looking after the administration of the 
“whole people. - The. evil .of our system 
was the tendency to keep particular 
benefits for uses'that would cause a 
continuance in power of one party. 

Under the Cabinet system'a party. of 
fourteen men acted ina three-fold ca- 
pacity—as Privy Councillors, as a com- 
mittee of Parliament, and as, statutory 
heads of great state departnients. In 
the. latter case the duties to be exer- 
cised could be compared truly to those 
-of & manager of'a great:.corporation, 
with the additi-nal privilege 2 abso- 
lute secrecy. 

The tendency of our time {s to trans- 
fer to the Cabinet attributes: that for- 
merly were possessed by Parllament. 

Individual members are almost impo- 
tent to direct legislation, and ‘an oppo- 
sition in a general sense can make no 
headway: against a measure, unwise 
though ‘it might be. Legislation in 
reality now. originates. in’ the ‘Cabinet 
conclave in/Britain, and in the Cabinet - 
caucus in Canada. The head of a Gov- 
ernment with a good majority is prac- 
tically a dictator. . 

No member of ‘Parliament,“as a rule, 
either: in’ England? or.:Canada, , votes 
against “his ‘party. when his party is 
power. The member who loses the'pat- 
ronage, !s in disgrace. ,-; Recalcitrants 
usually find their path back to the fold, 
if the Cabinet chooses to take‘time to 
make the conversion. . 

Democracy has power to govern, but 
does not always choose to do so, + - 

In a new cuntry, where. people are 
busy making the chase for a living, 
public. interest im government was 
small. This would. in due course be 
remedied ‘by education, in.,which the 
press would have, or ought to’ have, 
some responsibility. es 

‘ Civil’ service reform—the great need 
—was not a party Issue, but it meant 
sound: sense and sound morals in. pub- 
No affairs. Administration of. public 
affairs was a public trust. It could not. 
be denied that:under the’ party system. 
good Officials could be chosen, but com- 
petitive examinations and the: ef{imina- 
tion. of partisanship: was-infinitely bet- 
ter than the party system ever could 
be. i , i 
Corrupt election practices could be 
stamped out by. the appointment of a 
public prosecutor, whose- duty it could 
be, acting on. the-independent status of 
a judge, to examine everything down 
to an election trial. ' The people appal- 7 
ed at the cost would soon. be repaid. 

Closing, Mr. Borden made reference 
to the fact that strictly speaking there 
existed really no Imperial Parllament 
and no Imperial law. The Crown was 
the Empire's emblem of unity, but he 
looked for the time when there -would 
be a true Imperial executive of all the 
colonies.
